Janitors Refused 
Wage Increase 
Over $100 


School Board Stands Firm on 

Its Initial Increase of $100 

To School Janitors; Teachers 

To Meet Board this Sunday. 

Salary Increases asked by the 
staff and janitors continue to 
absorb the greater portion of 
the school board’s attention. 
Last Sunday morning with 
Chairman Evans, and Trustees 
Holly, Bomben and Cornett in 
attendance a three hour meet¬ 
ing was dominated by a delega¬ 
tion of the janitors who sought 
a greater increase than the $100 
offered by the Board. 

The janitors have asked for 
a straight $40 per month raise 
over the prevailing salary of 
$1950. The two women janitors 
received a yearly salary of $900. 
The Board countered with a 
straight $100 boost for all five 
janitors. This was acceptable to 
the two women who acknowl¬ 
edged t h ei r acceptance i n 
writing. The Board was unmov¬ 
ed by the arguments from the 
two man delegation as regards 
increased cost of living and stat¬ 
ed that the $100 increase was 
all that it was prepared to offer. 

Chairman Evans revealed that 
the Board had been asked to 
meet the teachers’ salary nego¬ 
tiating committee next Sunday. 
The teachers have asked for a 
straight $600 across the board. 
The school board has countered 
with a $150 increase. 

The janitors’ supplies for the 
entire year were ordered to be 
listed and purchased. 

Mr. O. Celli, contractor, was 
present and much time was 
spent in discussing the Camer¬ 
on school roof. Mr. Celli gave 
a detailed report of his inspec¬ 
tion of the roof which revealed 
that it had deteriorated badly 
and required Immediate atten¬ 
tion. It is proposed to insulate 
the roof and the Works and 
Property committee was author¬ 
ized to secure prices on the work 
and submit them at the next 
meeting. 

In order to aid the janitors 
in high school it is intended to 
pipe water from central school 
to the high school. 

All school fire extinguishers 
are to be re-charged.

Hospital At Cost 
Of $225,000 


A new general hospital is now 
practically assured for the city 
of Fernie. The tender of Mar- 
well Construction Company, 
Vancouver, costing $223,000 on 
a cost-plus basis with a ceiling 
of $225,000 was accepted at the 
annual meeting of the Fernie 
Hospital Association.

Once the new hospital is 
constructed, equipped and in 
operation the present Pincher 
Creek hospital will be renovated.

Coleman Lions club at its 
supper - meeting o n Monday 
night heard a report on the 
proposed cancer drive in Cole¬ 
man under the sponsorship of 
the Lions club towards the lat¬ 
ter part of April. 

Fred Guerard revealed that 
an increased number of canvas¬ 
sers were to be used over last 
year and that the town has been 
zoned in such manner that each 
team would have a smaller area 
to cover. 

The national drive starts 
April 19 but in order to get in¬ 
creased publicity from the news¬ 
papers and radio it was agreed 
that the local drive be held off 
for a week. Last year $1190 was 
received locally and it is hoped 
to reach that figure this year. 

Herb. Hewitt gave a detailed 
report on his attendance at a 
meeting in Blairmore recently 
at which all Pass service clubs 
and Blairmore Elks discussed 
the question of maintaining op¬ 
eration of the Turtle Mountain 
Playground swimming pool this 
spring and summer. He revealed 
that between $1500 to $2,000 
would be required to operate the 
pool and in addition a figure 
ranging from $500 to $1,800 
would be needed to give free 
transportation to Pass children 
to travel to and from the pool.

, Fire Prevention 

Nine out of every 10 forest 
fires started in the province dur¬ 
ing 1947 had their origin in the 
carelessness of Alberta citizens 
according to recent figures re¬ 
leased by the Forestry Branch, 
Department of Lands & Mines. 
Every year from Alberta’s 159,- 
000 square miles of forests con¬ 
taining over 30 billion square 
feet of saw material, pulp wood, 
cord wood, etc., material suffici¬ 
ent to build 80,000 homes is de¬ 
stroyed by forest fires. Light¬ 
ning, fire bugs, explosions, 
sparks from trains etc., contri¬ 
bute to one in every ten of the 
fires with the average citizen 
being responsible for the re¬ 
maining nine. 

This year the Forestry Branch 
of the Department of Lands and 
Mines is embarking on an ex¬ 
tensive educational campaign in 
an effort to reduce the vast 
amount of timber destroyed by 
this hazard. The campaign aim¬ 
ed at campers, hunters, farm¬ 
ers and John Q. Citizen empha¬ 
sizes four simple points; 

1. Hold your match until it’s 
cold — then pinch it to make 
sure. 

2. Crush out your cigarette, 
cigar, pipe ashes. Use an ash¬ 
tray. Never throw burning ob¬ 
jects out a car window. 

3. Drown your campfire, then 
stir and drown it again. 

4. Ask about the law — and a 
permit — before burning grass, 
brufeh, fence rows or trash. Then 
follow safe rules; burn only on 
still evenings, have help handy, 
kill every spark.

Tuesday and 
upon asking them “what goes 
on?” was told they had deliv¬ 
ered an ultimatum to the 
mayor and were on strike. 

Before debate was a few 
minutes old it had drawn in 
miners, teachers, janitors and 
common labor. However the 
first three were thrown out of 
the debate eventually and 
town labor discussed on its 
own merits. 

Councillor Jenkins took the 
stand that the miners had re¬ 
ceived two dollars a dav so 
why shouldn’t town labor re¬ 
ceive it. He was solidly op¬ 
posed by the other council¬ 
lors. Discussion revealed 
that one employee had quit 
mine employment as it was 
too hard on him. Another 
was physically unable for a 
hard day’s work. Some of 
of the bovs were immature 
for heavy work and the ash¬ 
men on more than one occas¬ 
ion had told the town fore¬ 
man that they were not going 
to take any more than four 
loads of ashes daily. 

Councillor Wood set the 
ball rolling towards a final 
settleme nt by moving that 
the employees get l§5c per 
hour for a $6.80 per day wage. 
He failed to get support to his 
motion. Councillor Lowe 
moved for a 90c per hour rate 
for a $7.20 per day wage. He 
too failed to get support. 
Councillor Jenkins moved a 
$1 per hour wage rate for an 
$8 per day wage. No one sup¬ 
ported him. Councillors Lowe 
and Wood, at the mayor’s sug¬ 
gestion, compromised by coun¬ 
cillor Wood moving an 87ic 
per hour raise for $7 per day, 
this being seconded by coun¬ 
cillor Lowe. The vote found 
councillor Ramsay supporting 
the motion and the debate 
was over. 

Foreman Joe Malanchuk 
revealed that monthly ash 
collections totalled $303. Out 
of this amount $230 was paid 
in wages and the balance 
went in gas, oil- grease, re¬ 
pairs and truck depreciation. 

Should the ashmen take ad¬ 
vantage of every working 
hour their year’s wages will 
total slightly more than $2000. 
It now is obvious that the 
ash department is taking a 
heavy loss in paying two 
men’s wages with no provis¬ 
ion made for the truck’s main¬ 
tenance and depreciation. 
Boosting monthly ash rates 
was only touched on briefly 
as council realizes that the 
public must be given more ef¬ 
ficient service before an in¬ 
crease could be contemplated.

Progress In Housing 

FOB SOME TIME HOUSING has been one of Canada’s foremost prob¬ 
lems and in spite of efforts which have been made to solve it, it appears 
that there is no immediate prospect of an end to the present situation, 
although undoubtedly progress has been made. While the situation is most 
complicated in the larger cities, there are few communities in Canada which 
have not felt the need for improved housing facilities during the past few 
years. In a recent report to parliament on this important subject, Hon. C. 
D. Howe, Minister of Reconstruction, said that in completing 200,000 houses 
since the end of the war, Canada had done as well as any other country in,' 
home construction during this difficult period. In 1945, he pointed out, more 
than 50,000 homes were built, while the figure for 1946 was 67,000 and for 
1947, 77,000. There were also 45,000 houses commenced, but not completed 
last year, he said. * * * * * 

Mr. Howe told parliament that there is at present no 
Many Vacant bottleneck in building materials, but that there is a 
p Homes shortage of labor in some branches of construction 

farm work. While costs of materials were "levelling off”, 

he said, labor costs are rising, making it difficult to determine whether 
there is any decrease in building costs. During the discussion of this sub¬ 
ject in the House of Commons, it was suggested that some of the congestion 
in the larger centres was due to the fact that during the war many people 
moved from farms to work in industries, and as a result there are now a 
large number of vacant farm homes. A movement of population back to 
3 suggested, to some extent alleviate the housing 

There has been need, however, for attention to rural 
housing problems also, and an improvement in the 
Rpina Studied standard of farm houses might well prove an im- 
Deing 3 U portant factor in encouraging people who have gone 

to live in cities, to return to the land. In recent years it has been realized 
that too little attention has been paid to the housing problem in rural areas, 
and at present research is being carried on in the universities of the three 
Prairie Provinces in an effort to improve the standard of farm homes. The 
design of farm houses, insulation, heating, rural electrification, water sup¬ 
ply, and many other related problems are now being studied, and since some 
of these matters are important to all types of homes the results of this 
work may prove of benefit to the entire country, While there is little hope 
of an early solution to Canada’s housing problem, it is encouraging to know 
that efforts are being made not only to build more homes, but to improve 
building standards, especially on the farms, where the need for such im¬ 
provement has long been evident.

Prospectors 
Readjr For 
Gold Rush 


Mounted Police To 
Palrol New Camp In 
Yukon Territory 

FORT ST. JOHN.—With mounted 
police prepared to make a spring pa¬ 
trol of the new gold camp on Firth 
Ri^er, Yukon territory, it began to 
look like a stampede with aircraft 
playing an important part. Inspector 
H. H. Cronkhite said that the Firth 
River was the toughest part of North 
America so far as climate is concern¬ 
ed and owing to its isolation men 
going into the new boom area are 
taking a terrific chance. 

“Parties going in without good 
equipment and lots of supplies will 
be in great danger,” the inspector 
said. Neree Robert, a prospector, 
who was among the first with Gilbert 
Labine to stake ground in the radium 
discovery area at Great Bear Lake 
left here by plane, bound for Firth 
River. 

Fairbanks, Alaska is the jumping- 
off point for a group of American 
prospectors using aircraft. They stak¬ 
ed on Firth River last summer and 
will carry on development this spring. 
Prospectors are already gathering at 
Aklavik, N.W.T., for the 180-mile 
dash by dog team to the scene of 
action. Boats are already chartered 
to push off after break-up to Herschel 
Island, in the Arctic Ocean. With 
Herschel as a base, it would be 50 
miles up river to the gold area. 

Parties are planning to reach the 
new camp from Fort Nelson on the 
Alaska highway by using rafts to 
follow the river system to tidewater 
on the Beaufort sea. Others will 
mush in with dogs over the Yukon 
trail which runs from Dawson City 
via Old Crow over the divide.

Wheat Board 
Has Large Surplus 

OTTAWA. —The Canadian Wheat 
Board has built up a surplus of $158,- 
467,000—equal to about 27>/ 2 cents a 
bushel—on the wheat it has so far 
handled under its five year crop pool, 
parliament was told. 

Details of the operation of the five- 
year pool, which started August 1, 
1945, were given in the board’s 
nual report, tabled in the Commons 
by Trade Minister Howe. 

The surplus was built up on 

’6,398,606 bushels ■ of wheat the 
board had bought under the scheme 
by July 31, 1947, for which it paid 
producers $756,763,785. Its sales and 
stocks on hand then amounted to 
$929,244,667, against which had to be 
charged its operating and adminis¬ 
tration costs and the cost of the 10 
cents a bushel additional payment 
made on the 1944 crop. 

The board had sold 530,435,715 
bushels from the pool by last July. 


Drag Levels Land Easily 


W HEN land has been roughly 
levelled by ordinary means and 
it is still desired to produce a more 
even surface, none of the usual im¬ 
plements will do the job. Then it is 
time for the farmer or gardener to 
retire to his workshop and build him¬ 
self a plank drag to serve as a land 
float. 

The accompanying drawing shows 
plank drag of garden planker, 
which is very useful for smoothing 
uneven land for planting small seeds. 
This type of leveller is used very 
largely for preparing seed bed& for 
horticultural crops. This drag should 
be made from planks 2 by 12 inches, 
but if these are not available planks 
few inches narrower can be used. 
The angle is secured by bolting the 
front edge of all planks behind the 
first one on top of the rear edge of 
the plank ahead. 

Correct angle of the front plank 
is secured by bolting it to the under¬ 
side of the crosspiece bolted to the 
top of the drag to stiffen it. These 
crosspieces should > be ^shaped to fit 
snugly against the upper side of the 
planks. 

Holes bored through the front 
plank serve nicely as anchors for 
clevises for hitching. These holes 
should be reinforced with steel plates. 
A chain hitch similar to that used 
on the drawbar of a harrow is satis¬ 
factory for this drag. 

A drag such as this is very good 
for preparing a garden. When the 
soil has been worked up to a fine 
seed bed, which would be considered 
ideal for ordinary farm crops, some¬ 


thing more is needed before it is good 
enough for vegetable seed. The sur¬ 
face must be well levelled and the 
clods mjust be crushed so that fine 
soil only will come in contact "with 
the small seeds. The planker is just 
the thing for these jobs. 

Where the acreage to be smoothed 
each spring is considerable it pays to 
reinforce the projecting edges on the 
underside of the planker with angle 


Sunflower Industry 
Growing In Manitoba 

The growing of sunflowers has be¬ 
come a million dollar industry in 
Manitoba. Because of better yields 
and higher oil content this year a 
group of 900 farmers in the southern 
section of the province who raised 
sunflowers in 1947 will split a gross 
return of $1,200,000. The provincial 
department of agriculture estimates 
the average yield at 800 pounds per 
acre on 25,000 acres of sowing, mak¬ 
ing a total yield of 20,000,000 pounds, 
at a price of six cents per pound. 

“Advance” a new hybrid sunflower 
which was developed by the domin¬ 
ion experimental farm at Morden was 
sown for 88 per cent, of this year’s 
crop. 

Favorable fall weather is said to be 
the reason for the high oil content 
of the seeds this year. Sunflower oil 
is still in good demand by packing 
plants for shortening and salad oils, 
and by other buyers for confectionery 
and medicinal purposes.

The general rule is to use 1 table¬ 
spoon milk and V2 tablespoon butter 
for each egg.
